3} DUCATED at Mount Hermon School, Massachusetts, and 
entering Princeton Theological Seminary with thoughts of the

Through many years, early in the morning, continually 
through the day, and late at night, he has gone about his work, 
reading manuscripts, passing on suitable books for distribution, 
and supervising their publication. His abiding faith in God has 
given him the poise to work on with patience. 

We believe that when the Lord Jesus Christ returns, Mr. 
Norton will hear the welcome words of approbation, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant ... enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord? 
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“All experience is an arch wherethro’ 


Gleams that untravell’d world, whose margin fades 
For ever and for ever when I move” 


Thus wrote Tennyson for “Ulysses:’ If ex- 
perience is an arch, it is exceedingly appropriate 
that this book of experiences should be named 
The Arch.
